RAY did report for the scheduled appointment on November ?7th 
at j. 00 p.in. Dr. PTiSSMAN exhibited a leaf from his consultation 
notobcck (approximately 3"x5" in sizo), on which he said he had 
made some notes recording RAY on the occasion of their first 
appointment . This notebook pace contained the nano JA’-'ES E. RAY* 
adclross, 1535 North Serrano; telephone i'69-fl09o; and notation's' * 
indicating the patient was single; had r; ari cl ho was *£ron ISast 3t’. r.ou^ 
and had worked on boats on the Mississippi River.

RAY had no physical distresses. No hoaclachos, Was in excellent 
health, trim and handsome. Ho gave no indications O: being psychotic 
or of being. plagued with neuroses. Impressed the doctor as having 
an average intelligence quotient. No evidence of any deep animosity .
